JOHN F. CAMP, San Antonio oil 
operator, heads the “ Oil for Brit­ 
a in ” m ovem ent by T ex as p ro ­ 
ducers to lift the shutdown to per­ 
mit an extra day's allowable from 
their wells to be given to the Presi­ 
dent of the United States with the 
request that it be released to the 
people of Great Britain.
